‘he it enacted that in cafe any perfon 
(having committed an offence in any county 
in freland) again’ whom a warrant 
fhall be iffued by any juitice of the faid 
county thall (after fuch warrant iflued) 
efcape oF go into, oF (Lefore the grant- 
ing fuch warrant) refide or be in any 
other county, it fhall be lawful for any 
juttice of the county where fuch perfon 
{hall efcape go isto relide or be to en- 
dorle his name on fuch warrant,’ &c. 
This in my judgment is the natural and 
plain interpretation of the claufe, com- 
menfurate precifely with and going the 
fulllength of the mifchief, and one not 
open to fome itrong objeGions urged 
againft other conftru€tions. The plain 
object of this part of the a& is to render 
amenable to jultice, mén who by quit- 
ting the fcene of the crime, whether be- 
fore or after warrant iffued, and thifting 
into another jurifdiction, would ‘ remain 
unpunifhed.’ :

But proteitants in a very fhort time 
fwerved from their tenets, and became 
almoft as rancorous as the papiits; and 
perhaps nothing is more difgraceful to 
their profeffion, than the mode in which 
they have fince conducted themfelves. 
They profeffed to make the bible the 


rule of their faith, and to abhor thetra-_ 


ditions of men, in competition with the 
words of fcripture; but in.a fhort time, 
when they divided upon the meaning 
of the words, each party claimed a 
wright to domineer over the other, and 
they afferted their claim by the wortt 
arguments, imprifonment, confifcation 
of goods, treachery and death. John 
Calvin, a furious hot-headed bigot, and 
a moft foul-mouthed difputant, entrap- 
ed his friend Servetus, who differed 
from him on fome points of faith, and 
had him burnt to death; and the cruel- 
ties lately exercifed by the proteftants 
on the catholics of Ireland, can be 
paralleled only by thofe of the duke of 
Alva in the low countries, and prove 
that bigotry, fanaticifm, and perfecuti- 
on have been-the reproach of both the 
parties, who have alflumed the name of 
ebriftians. To bea proteftant, that is, 
to proteft againft the power of the pope, 
and then to fet up_the do¢trine of ano- 
ther man as law, not to be infringed, 
is fo ridiculous, that the abfurdity, one 
might think, would be felt by every 
man; yet there are numbers of protef- 
tants who fall into this error, and the 
worit {pirit of popery prevails in fome 
focieties, which pretend to hold popery 
in the utmoft abborrénce.

~-‘ Henry Chriftophe, general of di- 
vifion of the north, and counfellor of 
{tate, is an’ Englifh negro, being born 
in the ifland of St. Chriltopher, from 
whence he takes his name. He is a 
large, ftout fellow, not of the very 
blackeft hue, and rather handfome.— 
His eye is acote and penetrating, and 
when in a pleafant humour, his coun- 
tenance is fomewhat engaging. He 
appears to be about forty years of age, 
is very polite, and very much of the 
gentleman in his manners. He 1s able 
to write and read—~(a rare qualification

He is of a very ferocious, 
violent, and cruel difpofition, and ex- 
ercifes fo much tyrannical feverity over 
his inferiors, that they are in perfect 
dread of him.

He is never heard to {peak a word of 
Englifh, but always converfes with En- 
glifhmen or Americans through an in- 
terpreter.

back. His majelty was mounted ona 
handfome black charger, richly capa. 
rifoned. 

After the kettle-drums (which we 
underftand are of the value of roool.) 
had been prefented to the officer at the 
head of the detachment, his miajefty 
addreffed colonel Dorrien, and faid, 
that he felt great pleafure in communi. 
cating to him the very high opinion he 
entertained of the difcipline of the 
corps which the colonel commanded, 
and complimented him on the propriety 
of their condud fince they had been 
quartered in the neighbourhood of 
Windfor. Above all, his majetty ex. 
preffed his utmoft gratitude for the at- 
tachment they have at all times evinced 
for him. He conceived that he ought 
to diitinguifh the corps ; and, as a mark 


of his favour and approbation, begged 


their acceptance of a pair of filver ket 
tle-drums. His majefty further com 
municated to the colonel; that he had 
given orders to the eari of Harrington 
to furnifh the troop every year with 
new clothes and accoutrements at his 
own (his majefty’s) expence. Colonel 
Dorrien made a fuitable reply ; and

When the ceremory was over, the de- 
tachment proceeded to join the reft of 
the regiment in the Park.

tion. 
Among the many appendages of mo- 


narchy that have been tran{mitted to us. 


by our forefathers, there are none which 
produce a greater, though a_ filent, 
effet, in keeping up a nice and f{cru- 
ulous fenfe otf honour, than the inttal- 
tion of knighthood ; inftitutions the 
offspring of a chivalrous age, and which 
would be dilgraced by the deliberate 
commiffion of a bafe or. difhonourable 
action. Of all the orders of knight- 
hood exifling in this courtry, the or- 
der of the garter is the moit ancient 
and the moit diltinguifhed. Though 
it cannot be traced higher than the 
reign of Edward III. by that denomt- 
ation, a fimilar inftitution, with the 
title of knights of the round table, 
had been eitablithed by: the valiant 
Arthur, of which order the order of 
the garter was but a revival by Ed- 
ward III. And here it may not be im- 
pertinent to remark a curious, though 
by no means an extraordinary coinci- 
dence of the circumftances of the coun- 
try under which the orders were ori- 
ginally inflituted by Arthur and Ed- 
ward, and of thofe pending which 
this intallation has taken place. Ar- 
thur’s kingdom was overrun with fo- 
feign enemies every day accumulating ; 
and Edward was menaced with a fimilar 
attock, in order to divert him from pro- 
%+ ing his claim on the French king-

dom, by carrying war into the heart 
of that country. The affociation of 
their valiant, wife and diltinguifhed 
followers, in the duties of honour and 
patriotituim, was in both inftances the 
forerunner of fignal and important fuc- 
celles. Arthur’s exploits fo far tranfs 
cend credibility, if meafured by the 
{ftandard of later atchievements, as to 
be conlidered fiGtions of romance; and 
the victories of} Edward will carry 
down his name to the lateft poilerity as 
a foldier anda hero. ‘This country is 
alfo, at this moment, menaced with an 
attack by a foreign enemy; and with. 
out trufting to the influence of. this ca- 
fual coincidence, we may, on the merits, 
realonably anticipate as glorious refults, 
It might, indeed, be urged as an inter- 
ruption of the parallel, that the two 
former, monarchs accomplihhed , their 
aichievements when perfonally,. com- 
manding their armies; bur has not our 
gracious fovereiyn avowed the magna- 

nimous refolution of putting himfelf at 
the head of his army, if the enemy 

fhould attempt the deiperate enterprize 

of invafion? And if that day thould 

ever arrive, what reafon is there to ap- 

prehend that the fcenes of Crefly and 

Poitiers might not be acted over again 

under him on this fide of the channel, 

as they were by our forefathers on the 

other? 

Jf the fpirit of the country required 
any ftimulus, it could not receive a 
more effectual one than fuch a {cene as 
the imitallation was calculated to give. 
It was impoflible to witnefs it without 
being affected, or to feel without being 
ftimulated. ‘There was nothing want- 
ing that could give {plendour to the 
occafion, or effect to the imprefiion 
which it produced. ‘I'he whole nobili- 
ty of the realm rallying round the moft 
numerous royal houle that ever any 
fingle generation produced, to add 
luttre to the ceremony, and enhance, 
by their concurrence and approving 
préefence, the honorary remuneration of 
a fovereign for the faithful fervices'of 
his fubjects, was a fight grand, gratify- 


ing, and fublime, and mutt have made 


an indelible impreflion on minds fuf- 
ceptible of any noble impulfe or gene- 
rou 
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rous fentiments. If the ceremony fell 
fhort of the impofing effect that attend- 
ed the celebration of fimilar fetes in 
former times, when the parade of tour- 
naments filled up the deficiencies in 
other refpeéts, that defect was more 
than compenfated by the number, dig- 
nity, fplendour and rank, of the augatt 
aflembly. Though the period of chi- 
valry be paft, the influence of female 
charms and perfections is fill undim 
nifhed-in a Britthh bofom. It is on- 
ly the extravagance’ of the conduct 
produced by fueh influence that 1s 
altered; the fame ardour is ftill felr, 
but the flame is more temperate, and 
eonfequentiy more theady. Callous in- 
deed muit have been the heart that 
was not deeply affected by the fight of 
all the rank, worth, beauty, and con- 
fequence of the empire, affembled to 
add luitre to this {plendid fcene. 

From eight o’clock till near eleven, 
the {pectators were arranging them- 
felves in the different fituations molt 
convenient for viewing the procefiion.

falfe or fallacious. It had been advanc- 
ed by a dr. Milner, in a publication 
which he had fent forth laft week, that 
the coronation oath was not bindin 

on the king; but that it muft necefla- 
rily turn upon the cardinal virtues of 
prudence and expedience!! ‘This was 
the dot¢trine of one of the principal 
Roman catholic vicars in this kingdom 
——a doctrine worthy alone of the French 
convention, and which clearly fhewed 
the opinion the catholics entertained of 
the oaths. Dr. ‘Troy and mr. Plowden 
had inculcated fentimeuts equally im- 
proper. No other religion had fuch a 
hold on men’s minds, ‘The hon. mem. 
ber next took a fhort view of the eccle- 
fiaftical eitablifhments in other coun- 
trics, and contended that of all govern-. 
ments, that of Great Britain demanded 
the exclufion of Roman catholics, not 
temporarily, but ror Ever. To admit 
tito the legiflature men who thought it 
a duty incumbent upon them to dettroy 
heretics, would be the molt extraordi- 
nary thing poflible. What had been 
their conduét in the feveral rebellions 
which had taken place? he controvert- 
ed the fiatements relative to the. dilpro- 
portion between the proteftants and pa- 
pits. In the year 1724, dean Swift 
had eflimated the total number of both 
iu Ireland at a million anda half. In 
the year i752 1t had been ftated b 
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416 WALKER'S 
Burke, one of their own writers, that 
the proteltants amounted to 744,000, 
or thereabouts, and the catholics to 
1,400,000. Atthat time the prot 
fants were more than half as numerous 
asthe papilts. It was not attempted 
to induce a belief that the latrer amount- 
ed to four millions.
